Some BOREAS IN FINE FORM. 

At6:1f o’clock a dispatch received from 
Sandy Hook announced thatthe wind was 
due east and blowing at the rate of eighteen 
miles an hour, a fact which caused the 
yachting cranks to jump with joyon board 
the excursion boats as if their lives depended 
upon their being on deck to-day.

There is no doubt in any case that it is ad- 
mitted on all sides that the Valkyrie is 
superbly handled; m fact, it is asserted 
that the fine handling of the 
British yacht in her windward work on 
Wednes 7 last has never deen surpassed on 
this side of the Atlantic and Skipper Cran- 
field of the Valkyrie has won the admiration 
and esteem of all the old salts hereabouts. 
At 10 o’clock the judges and stakeboat 
passed out to the old flagship, whose many

Heading towards Rock- 
away Vigiiant forced Valkyrie to tack in to 
prevent being blanketed, but the Britisher 
held herlead and at 12:20 seemed to De an 
elghth of a mile to the good, 

VALKYRIE’S GOOD WORK. 

The yachts sped over the water like birds, 
their white spread of canvass mingling with 
the mist, leaving only the hull to distinguish 
them dy. Towards 1 o'clock the 
yachts drew together somewhat, al- 
though the Englishman maintained a 


good lead. Vigilant did good windward work 
and appeared to be drawing up rapidly on 
her rival, but Valkyrie seemed to keep about 
200 yards to windward. Capt. Cranfield han- 
dled his yacht beautiful and outpointed the 
American boat, and the cutter seemed to 
doing better work in every way. 

One hour and a half after the start the 
yachts have covered about twelve miles. 
Vigilant was holding up better in the wind 
and seemed to be closing to windward, It 
was hard to tell in the haze how far Valkyrie 
led, but it seemed to be a quarter of a mile. At 
20’clock the pair went on the starboard 
tack. They were apparently headed for the 
Stake boat and the Vigilant was certainly 
outfooting the Britisher, Ten minutes later 
the Valkyrie tacked and pulled away from 
the American, perceptibly widening the gap. 
At 2:20 the sun pierced the fog and shone 
upon the outstretched canvass of the boats. 
They seemed to be 3 along. The 
wind was blowing a gale and the white caps 
rose high and looked ugly. For 
once Capt. Cranfield falled to 

the stake, wind was too strong for that and he 
went about in an awfully long reach. It was 
2:39 when the cutter started on her home 
n and the Vigilant was three minutes 
later in getting aroand. Both boats started 
on the home journey at a tremendous speed. 


VIGILANT COMING UP. 
At 2:50 o’clock there was three-quarters 
of a mile gap between the two 
boats. The mist had entirely 


lifted and the racers could be seen with the

WORK PROGRESSING. 


The New Union Depot Will Probably Be 
Ready for Occupancy March 1. 

The new Union Depot at the corner of 

Twentieth and Market streets is rapidly 

nearing completion. One story more 

of stone-work remains to be An- 

ished before the main building is 


ready for the roof. The brick work keeps 
pace with the stone and the roofing 
will begin when both are done, which 
will be by the miadle of November. 
The roof will be of tile and of the 
shape known as hip-roof. The mammoth 
ten-acre shed is completed except the gran 
itoid work between the tracks, the cleaning 
up and a few finishing touches. 

The roof at the grand walk between the 
sheds and the main building will be mainly 
of glass, partly of wood, the latter part being 
nearly ali laid. After the roofing has begun 
the stone tower, 250 feet high, to serve as 
observatory and clock tower, will be erected 
as rapidly as possible. This tower will con- 
tain a winding iron stair, ranning to the 


top.

One reason for this delay in calling a eau - 
cus is that the Vest amendment has 
already met with the greatest amount 
of opposition from some of the 
Democratic Senators who were not 
in the conference this morning and they 
openly state that such a compromise can 
never the Senate.

Arrival ef the Squadron in the Harbor of 
Toulon. a 


TOULON, Oct. 18.— This city, port and neigh- 
borhood was astir and doing at daybreak 
this morning. The weather was superb and 
the populace of Toulon and its vicinity 
turned out en masse to welcomethe Russian 
fleet. 

By 7 o’clock in the morning many thou- 
sands were already wending their way to the 
port, determined to secure the best places 
possible in order to witness the day’s cere- 
monies. The city was fully decorated from 
the most outlying suburbs to the most im- 
portant buildings and the streets were 
crowded with people ontheir way to the 
port. 

These crowds were besieged by a countless 
throng of street hawkers, who were kept 
busy selling tri-color rosettes and ribbons, 
ribbons and rosettes of the Russian colors, 
cheap colored prints of the Czar, of Admiral 
Avelion, the Russian Admiral in command 
of the visiting squadron, and other similar 
souvenirs. But thearticle which the street 
hawkers found had the readiest sale was a 
small vocabulary containing a _ col- 
lection of Russian and French phrases, 
which could be used in connection 


with the visit of the Russians to Toulon. 
Every man, woman and child in this neigh- 
borhood seems determined to corral at least 
one Russian sailor and try to make him as 
happy as possible uring his stay at this

Financial Troubles Overtake the Well - 
Known Catholic Bookseller. 


IMPORTUNATE EASTERN PUBLISHING 
HOUSES FORCE HIM TO THE WALL. 


Inability to Collect Outstanding Accounts 
Left Him Unprepared to Meet Heavy 
Drafts that Fell Due To-Day—Was in 
Business Forty Tears— Ass ignee Beck- 
told Talks—The Store Still Open. 


Patrick Fox, the Catholic bookseller anda 
publisher, made an assignment this morn- 
ing for the benefit of his creditors to Wm. B. 
Becktold of the Becktold Publishing Co. The 
available assets are $7,500, liabilities nearly 
twice that amount. The assignment was a 
great big surprise to Mr. Fox’s patrons and 
friends, to whom he had breathed not a word 
of approaching financial trouble. His store 
at No. 8 South Fourth street is a rendezvous 
for the local clergy on thefr down-town 
visits, and they were quite amazed to 
find the assignee’s notice staring at them 
from the door this morn a 

The immediate cause of Mr. Fox’s trouble 
was that several of the big Eastern publish- 
ing houses drew on him fortheir accounts 
and the notes fell due to-day. 
He could not collect his own 
accounts, and was unable to meet the drafts. 
The only alternative was to assign. 

Mr. Becktold, who was made trustee for 
the benefit of the creditors, said this morn- 
Ing: Everyone will feel sorry for Patrick 
Fox. He is one of the oldest and widest- 
known Catholic bookdealers in the United 
States. His business methods have been 
characterized by the same plain straight- 
forward manner of acting as his private life. 
He was caught ata time of business stress. 
His debtors are a slow paying class and 
he tells me himself, would get if he 
told them to settle their accounts. the 
other hand the big Eastern 
wanted their 
on him. He 
their demands. up his 
hands and turned everything overto me. I 
will go through his accounts and when I have 
ascertained just how his affairs stand I will 
send acircular letter to his creditors and 
wait to hear from them. I cannot say for 
certain what the liabilities are, but they will 
amount to something over $10,000.

THE LATTER ADVOCATED FAITH CURES 
BUT NOT CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


The Action of the Monmouth (III.) Pres- 
tytery in Suspending Him Will Force 
the Presbyterian Church to Take a 
Stand on the Question wf Oures by 
Prayer—Known Here. 


Rev. D. C. Stewart of the First United 
Presbyterian Church, a brother of Rev. J. G. 
Stewart, who was yesterday found guilty on 
three counts by the Presbytery of Monmouth, 
III., thinks that the trial will result in a clear 
definition of creed by the church on the ques- 
tion of faith cure, Rev. J. G. Stewart is an 
evangelistand has his home at Monmouth. 
He is well-known in St. Louis and recently, 
during the absence of his brother, filled the 
pulpit of the First United Presbyterian 
on several occasions, His offense 
grows out of his belief in faith cure, that is 
healing by prayer, as it was alleged that he 
persisted in preachingthis doctrine, which 
is not embraced in the tenets of the Church. 
He was charged with claiming tcimpart the 
Holy Ghost as did the Apostles, by the laying 
on of hands; with violating the authority of 
the Church, with vain attempts at miraculous 
healing, and with misrepresentation and the 
breaking of promises. After an almost all- 
night session he was acquitted of the first 
two counts and found guilty on the others. 
The result suspends him from the ministry 
and he has taken an appeal to synod. 

THE BROTHER’S' EXPLASATION, 

Rev. D. C. Stewart said to a Post-DisPaTcu 
reporter to-day, that his brother’s attitude 
on faith cure should not be con- 
founded with Christian science. Nor should 
it be inferred that tle trial involved any 
hostility on the part of the ministry toward 
the accused. ‘It is a matter of faith, suid 

a it is daiMcult to say that 
was wrong, since the Church 
has not dein clearly its doctrine 
as to the extent ofthe power of prayer. 
None of the churches have undertaken to 
say just how much may be accomplished by 
prayer, and it will therefore be seen that 
there is considerable latitude for individual 
belief on that score. It is charged that my 
brother in his work as an evangelist 
taught the doctrins of curing by 
faith, and making vain attempts 
at miraculous healing. I believe he did pray 
for the sick and diseased and did heala great 
many, but the charge that he attempted 
miraculous cures was not sustained. The 
misrepresentations and breaches of promise 
of which he was convicted were the results 
of the protests of other ministers, who went 
tohim and asked him not to preach the 
doctrines of faith dure even though 
he might entertain them. He did not break 
any promises, because he simply assured his 
brethren that he would not advance his be.

The Walls of the Shed Damp From the

The heavy rains ofthe pasttwo days have 
added much to the diseomfort under which 
the scholars at the Shaw school conduct their 
studies. That the ‘‘woocched’’ annex 
should suffer from the downpour was a matter 
of foregone conclusion.

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A MARVEL OF HISTORY. 


Sv Goldwin smith Characterizes Lincpbln, 
the Emanhcipator and Martyr. 


In his new book on the United States, Prof. 
Goldwin Smith paints this portrait of Abra- 
ham Lincoln: 

Abraham Lincoln is assuredly one of the 
marvels of history. No land but America has 
produced his like, This destined chief of a 
nation in its most perilous bour was the son 
of a thriftiess and wandering settler, bred in 
the most sordid poverty. He had received 
only the rudiments of education, and 
though he afterward read eagerly 


such works as were within his reach, it is 
wonderful that he should have attained asa 
speaker and writer a mastery of lan ge 
and a pure as well as effective style. He 
could look back smiling on the day when his 
long shanks appeared bare below the 
shrunken leather breeches which were his 
only nether garment. His frame was gaunt 
and grotesque, but mighty. He stood 6 feet 
4, and was said to have lifted a cask full of 
beer and to have drunk out of the bung- 
hole. This made him a hero with the Clary 
Grove boys. He had a strong and eminently 
fair understanding, with great powers of 
patient thought, which he cultivated by the 
study of kuciid. In all his views there Was a 
simplicity which had its source in the sim- 
plicity of his character. His local popularity 
was due largely to his good humor andthe 
stock of g stories, always pointed, 
though not always delicate, which through 
life it was his delight to collect and repeat. 
At the same time he was melancholy, 
touched with the peraes of human life, fond 
of mournful poetry, religious though not 
orthodox, witha strong sense of an over- 
ruling Providence, which, when he was out 
of spirits, sometimes, took the shape of fatal- 
ism. His melancholy was probably deepened 
by his gloomy surroundings and by misadven- 
tures in love. 

‘*‘Admiration has risen to worship, and 
Lincoln has, in the minds of some of his 
eulogists, become the greatest statesman 
and the master spirit of his age. He has 
even become a great strategist, though it 
seems almost certain that he did harm by in- 
terfering, or allowing his military counsel- 
ors at Washington to interfere, with the 
conduct ofthe war. He said himself that he 
had not controlled events, but had been 
guided by them. To know how to be guided 
by events, however, if it is not imperial 
genius, is practical wisdom. Lincoln's good- 
ness of heart, his sense of duty, his unself- 
ishness, his freedom from vanity, his lon 
suffering, his simplicity,were never disturbe 
either by power or by opposition. The habit 
which he retained through all the dark days 
of his presidency of throwing his thoughts 
into the form of pithy stories and apologues 
caused him tobe charged with levity. 10 
the charge of levity n, man could be less 
open. Though he trusted in Providence, 
care forthe public and sorrow for the pub- 
lic calamities filled his heart and sat visibly 
upon his brow. His State papers are excel- 
lent, not only as political documents, but as 
com positions, and are distinguished by their 
depth of human feeling and tenderness 
from those of other statesmen. He spoke 
always from his oon heart tothe heart of 
the people. His brief funeral oration over 
the graves of those who had fallen in the 
war is one of the gems of the language.

TWO LINCOLN STORIES. 


New Anecdotes Characteristic of Him in 
His Early Manhood. 


From the Washington Post. 

Manning A. Bruce of Springfield, II., is 84 
years old, ann on his recent visit to Chicago 
had a large assortment of new anecdotes of 
Lincoln. 

There are two events in Mr. Bruce’s life of 
which heis equally proud. One of them is 
the holding of an umbrella over the head of 


Lincoln when the latter was answering 
Douglas in one of their great joint debates. 
The other is the bringing of 15,000 bushels of 
corn into Chicago by canal boat in 1854. 

‘*‘Lah me, boy. he said, 1 kaint tell you 
nothin’ new about Abe Lincoln, You see, 
I settled down at Winchester, Scott County, 
in 1834. ‘Steve’ Douglas came along about 
the same time. ‘Dick’ Yates, him that wuz 
Guvner afterwards, was a student over at 
the Elienoy University at Jacksonville. I 
knew Dick well, and he used to tell me about 
aqueer character overat Berlin. He wasa 
— tall, raw-boned young feller, ‘Dick’ 
sa d, and he used to like to lay around and 
read the newspapers. That odd character 
was ‘Abe’ Lincoln. One day after we had 
got our little town of Winchester made, the 
county seat of Scott County, Lincoln came 
along, riding the circuit with the crowd of 
smurt young lawyers who were about in 
those days. Them werethe days of patent 
rights, and I had ‘bought the sole right to 
thrash wheat by machinery for a whole 
county. The farmers began to infringe on 
me, and iasked Lincoln to start suit for me, 
He heard the case, and then he said: 

Bruce, you'd better let em thrash the 
wheat. If you don’t, they'll thrash you.’ 

„ got to know Abe very well, and he told 
me how poor he was over at Berlin when he 
first began to practice law over there. The 
man who ran the little grocery store over 
there used to go to Springfeld sometimes 
and leave Lincoln totend store for him. One 
day a big gambler named Hickey, a bully 
and a fighter, came in and insulted one of 
Lincoln’s customers. Abe just picked him 
up, carried him out intothe yard, wrapped 
his long legs around bim, laid him down on 
the grass and stuffed his nose full Of smart 
weed. I tell ye Lincoln was a mighty power - 
ful man in them days. 

„Abe used to be a good ball alley player, 
and he was playin’ in the alley when the 
news cum that he had been nominated for 
President, Ole Hickey, the gambler, says: 

** *Abe’s the only man that ever stuffed 
smart weed in my nose, but I’ll vote for him 
just the same.
